Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1  have  the  honour  to  present  you  with  my  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  1950,  for  the  latter  six  and  a  half  months  of  which 
I  have  had  the  honour  to  be  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

I  purposely  refrain  from  comment  on  the  tables  and  figures 
placed  before  you,  on  the  grounds  that  it  is  not  possible  for  me 
to  take  a  comprehensive  view  of  the  whole  year  and  of  its  work. 


I  have,  first  of  all,  to  thank  you  for  your  warm  and  cordial 
welcome  to  me  on  coming  to  this  town,  and  for  the  support  and 
encouragement  which  the  Chairmen  and  Members  of  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  Committees  have  steadily  given  me  since. 

I  have  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  loyalty  and  fidelity 
of  my  colleagues,  the  Deputy  and  Assistant  Medical  Officeis, 
and  of  the  Nursing  and  Clerical  Officers  and  other  staff  of  the 
Health  Department. 

1  am  indebted  to  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  for  very  great 
help  and  courtesy,  and  i  have  received  the  same  from  his  Deputy, 
Assistants,  and  staff. 

With  so  much  emphasis  to-day  on  the  National  Health 
Service  and  its  duty  to  provide  cure  and  care  for  the  sick  and  ill. 
one  is  apt  to  forget  that  a  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is,  and  should 
be,  fundamentally  a  Sanitary  Officer.  The  fight  for  improved 
national  health  is  very  considerably  a  story  of  steady  sanitary 
and  housing  progress,  and  now  that  it  has  been  to  a  great  extent 
won,  there  is  a  tendency  to  take  sanitary  services  for  granted, 
and  to  fail  to  realise  that  they  are  still  of  tremendous  national 

importance.

The  next  duty  of  a  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  to  maintain 
harmonious  relations  between  those  Local  Authority  services 
(Part  HI  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act)  which  he  administers 
under  the  authority  of  the  Health  Committee,  and  the  other 
two  great  branches  of  the  National  Health  Service,  namely,  the 
Hospitals  Service,  and  the  General  Practitioner,  Dental  and 
Pharmaceutical  Services.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  being  a 
qualified  medical  man,  and  the  professional  brother  of  the 
Hospital  Staffs  on  the  one  hand  and  the  General  Practitioners 
on  the  other,  and  at  the  same  time  a  Local  Authority  Officer, 
in  close  touch  with  the  public  and  their  representatives,  is  peculiarly 
well  situated  for  this.  But  the  maintenance  of  all  the  contacts 


necessary  involves  a  very  considerable  expenditure  of  time  and 
postulates  the  existence  of  goodwill  on  both  sides. 


These  arc  matters  on  which  I  will  hope  to  report  to  you  in 
subsequent  years,  in  much  greater  detail.  It  would  be  premature 
to  express  an  opinion  on  them  now. 

Lastly,  the  Health  Department  must  never  forget  its  great 
educative  function.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  his 
colleagues,  sanitary  inspectors,  health  visitors,  midwives  and 
district  nurses,  are  all,  to  a  greater  or  lesser  extent,  educators 
of  the  public,  and  it  is  their  duty  to  create  in  the  public,  where 
possible,  a  knowledge  of  health  and  desire  to  seek  and  to  ensue 
health,  and  to  preserve  it.  It  is  no  small  mission  to  keep 
constantly  before  the  public  the  fact  that  they,  as  well  as  hospitals, 
doctors  and  local  authorities  have  a  duty  and  responsibility 
to  do  all  that  they  can  to  ensure  for  themselves  and  for  their 
families  an  optimum  standard  of  health.  For  a  high  standard 
of  health  unlocks  the  doors  which  lead  to  happiness  and  to 
prosperity,  the  two  things  of  which  to-day  this  country  most 
urgently  stands  in  need.

The  estimated  population  for  1950  is  145, oOO,  which  is  an 
increase  of  450  on  that  for  the  year  1949. 


(2)  Live  births  increased  during  the  year  to  a  figure  of  3,121 
as  compared  with  3,077  for  1949.  The  birth  rate  is  therefore 
21.45  per  1,000  population  as  compared  with  21.21  for  1949 
and  is  still  considerably  higher  than  the  figure  for  England  and 
Wales  and  also  for  that  in  respect  of  the  126  bounty  Boroughs 
and  great  towns. 


(3)  The  death  rate  has  increased  slightly  for  1950,  the  rate 
being  12.25  per  1,000  population  as  compared  with  12. OS 
for  1949.  There  were  30  more  deaths  in  1950  than  in  1949. 


(4)  The  maternal  mortality  rate  is  0.64  per 
it  was  in  1949.

(5)  The  number  of  deaths  from  Cancer  is  300  as  compared  with 
248  for  1949. 


(6)  The  infantile  mortality  rate  of  36  per  1,000  live  births  shows 
a  decrease  from  the  figure  for  1949  which  was  •>!  per  1 ,000. 
This  compares  unfavourably  with  the  figure  for  England 
and  Wales  which  is  30  per  1,000  related  births  and  with  the 
figure  for  the  126  County  Boroughs  and  great  towns  which  is 
33. 8  per  1.000.  There  were  11 1  deaths  in  1950  in  infants  under 
the  age  of  one  year  as  compared  with  15/  in  1949.  6-2  of 

these  deaths  were  in  the  neo-natal  period  or  first  four  weeks 

of  life.

CARE  OF  MOTHERS  AND  YOUNG  CHILDREN. 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Sub-Department  was 
under  the  day  to  day  supervision  of  the  Senior  Assistant  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare,  until  her 
retirement  in  June,  1950,  when  it  passed  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Iu  addition  to  the  Senior  Assistant  the  Department  includes 
two  part-time  Assistant  Medical  Officers  of  Health. 

There  were  no  major  developments  or  alterations  in  the 
Clinics  during  the  year. 

The  staffing  of  four  out  of  five  local  Ante-natal  Clinics  by 
representatives  of  the  Maternity  Hospital,  continued  during 
I  950.

Out  of  a  total  of  3,683  births,  notified  in  the  area,  1,874 
were  by  Midwives.  In  the  remaining  1,809  cases  the  midwives 
acted  as  Maternity  Nurses.  The  number  of  cases  in  which 
medical  aid  was  summoned  by  District  Mid  wives  under  Section 
14  (1)  of  the  Mid  wives  Act,  1918,  was  460. 

Domiciliary  Midwifery  Service. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  there  were  28  Domiciliary 
Midwives,  and  one  Non-Medical  Supervisor.  One  midwife  was 
ill  all  year,  and,  unfortunately,  had  to  resign  her  appointment 
on  medical  advice. 


Miss  M.  Robinson  retired  from  her  post  as  Non-Medical 
Supervisor,  in  the  middle  of  the  year  and  we  welcomed  to  the 
Department  Miss  E.  Dempsey  of  Darlington,  as  her  successor. 
Three  midwives  in  all  resigned  during  the  year  and  a  further 
midwife  was  temporarily  seconded  to  the  Health  \  isiting  Service. 
One  appointment  was  made,  a  midwife  for  the  service  of  premature 
babies,  to  fill  a  vacancy  caused  by  resignation.  At  the  end  of 
the  year,  we  had  therefore,  one  Non-Medical  Supervisor  and 
25  midwives. 

During  the  year  the  midwives’  districts  were  re-arranged, 
each  midwife  having  her  own  particular  district  and  relieving 
her  colleague  on  the  adjoining  district  during  holidays  and 
sickness.  The  Service  now  has  22  Gas  and  Air  Analgesia 
machines  and  in  1951,  it  is  hoped  to  increase  the  number  to  one 
machine  for  each  midwife.

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HEALTH  VISITING. 


Staff. 

The  year  commenced  with  I  Superintendent  and  19  Health 
Visitors  and  although  there  were  some  appointments  during  the 
year,  it  was  regrettable  that  these  were  more  than  cancelled  out 
by  resignations  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  the  staff  was  reduced 
to  1  Superintendent  and  15  Health  \  isitors. 

During  the  year  one  Health  Visitor  resigned  for  personal 
reasons,  one  left  to  take  training  as  a  Queen’s  Nurse,  four  trans¬ 
ferred  to  County  areas,  one  returned  to  hospital  work  and  two 
for  domestic  reasons  took  up  appointments  in  their  home  counties. 
Two  assisted  students  came  on  to  the  staff  in  April,  after  quali¬ 
fying  in  Newcastle  and  three  in  November  after  being  unsuccessful 
at  Leicester. 

These  frequent  changes  of  staff  are  detrimental  to  the  service. 
Continuity  is  destroyed  and  gaps  are  left  in  the  work.  This  is  a 
problem  met  with  frequently  where  a  staff  is  dependent  upon  the 
recruitment  of  workers  under  contract  to  serve  a  certain  period 
after  training.  These  new  entrants  are  not  likely  to  settle  down 
in  their  first  appointment,  and  tend  to  seek  other  experience,  when 
the  period  for  which  they  have  contracted  to  serve  has  expired. 


As  a  result  of  the  gross  understaffing,  it  was  necessary  to  give 
some  relief  to  the  Health  Visitors  and  this  was  done  by  the 
appointment  of  a  part-time  Nurse  to  help  with  infectious  disease 
visits  and  by  seconding  a  Midwife  temporarily  for  certain  work 
connected  with  expectant  mothers. 


Student  Health  Visitors. 

During  the  year,  7  students  were  accepted  for  training  under 
the  Council’s  scheme,  3  of  these  at  Leicester  and  4  at  Newcastle. 
These  latter  were  still  at  the  Training  Centre  at  the  close  of  the 
year. 

Senior  Public  Health  Administration  Course. 

This  Authority  has  again  participated  in  the  course  of 
training  as  administered  by  the  Royal  College  of  Nursing  and  the 
London  University.  One  student  was  received  during  the  year, 
sponsored  by  the  Government  of  Malaya,  and  arrangements  made 
for  another  to  commence  on  1st  January,  1951. 

Home  Visiting. 

In  spite  of  the  adverse  effect  of  the  changes  referred  to  above, 
the  visiting  shows  a  marked  increase  in  numbers  over  previous 
years.  The  visits  have  been  more  varied  in  character  and  were 
much  enlarged  in  scope.  The  work  of  Child  Life  Protection 
previously  done  by  Health  Visitors  was  passed  over  to  the 
Children’s  Department  at  the  end  of  January. 
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Tn  addition  to  the  large  number  of  visits  paid  in  connection 
with  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare,  a  beginning  was  made  in  the 
home  care  of  the  elderly  and  infirm,  and  starting  slowly,  this 
service  increased  rapidly,  1426  visits  being  paid  in  respect  of  such 
persons.

A  big  advance  in  dealing  with  premature  babies  was  made  in 
May,  1949,  when  a  special  nurse  was  appointed  to  care  for  the 
premature  infant  in  its  own  home.  This  nurse  has  been  a  great 
benefit  and  has  overcome  the  difficulty  in  hospitalising  all  these 
babies.  The  nurse  has  continued  the  care  of  the  infant  until  it 
has  reached  normal  weight,  when  the  Health  Visitor  has  taken 
over  and  paid  special  visits. 

From  the  following  table  it  will  be  seen  that  the  results  ot 
domiciliary  nursing  compare  favourably  with  the  results  foi 
premature  babies  born  and  nursed  in  hospital.

FAMILY  PLANNING  CLINIC. 

On  6th  February,  a  Family  Planning  Clinic  was  inaugurated, 
in  conjunction  with  the  Family  Planning  Association,  at  the 
North  Ormesby  Welfare  Centre. 

The  Council  agreed  to  give  a  financial  grant  to  the  Association 
to  ensure  free  consultation  for  any  patient  in  the  town  referred 
there  for  medical  reasons,  which  satisfied  the  Council’s  Medical 
Officer.  Patients  referred  to  the  Clinic  are  required  to  pay  for 
any  appliance  supplied.

DAY  NURSERIES. 

The  three  Day  Nurseries  maintained  at  Parkside,  West  Lane 
and  Mosman  Terrace,  North  Ormesby,  which  have  accommodation 
for  60  children  at  each,  have  been  fully  utilised  by  mothers  who 
are  compelled  bv  domestic  or  financial  reasons  to  take  up  employ¬ 
ment.  Expectant  mothers  also,  have  found  the  benefit  of  having 
their  children  looked  after  for  a  month  at  the  time  of  confinement 
in  hospital. 

Each  child  is  expected  to  be  immunised  against  diphtheria 
before  admission  and  the  mother  is  asked  to  co-operate  with  the 
Nursery  regarding  the  children's  bed  times,  meals  and  way  of  life 
at  home. 

Routine  medical  inspection  and  follow-up  is  undertaken  by 
the  Medical  Staff  of  the  Health  Department.  The  Nurseries  are 
approved  for  training  purposes,  and  student  nurses  are  employed 
for  a  period  of  two  years  to  take  the  examination  of  the  National 
Nursery  Examination  Board.  The  Students  Course  is  adminis¬ 
tered  in  conjunction  with  the  Education  Department,  the  health 
lectures  being  given  by  the  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and 
the  Nursery  Matrons. 


Five  students,  from  six  entrants,  were  successful  at  the 
examination  in  September,  obtained  their  Nursery  Nurses  Certifi¬ 
cate,  and  were  appointed  to  posts  in  the  Nurseries. 

Eight  students  in  the  year  resigned,  leaving  the  Department 
with  four  first  year  students  and  the  student  who  previously 
failed  her  examination,  but  who  was  successful  at  the  next 
sitting  in  1 1)5 1 . 


In  July  the  cost  of  admission  per  day,  per  child,  was  increased 
from  1  -  to  l/2d.  This  admission  fee  re-imburses  the  Council  for 
cost  of  meals  only. 


Each  Nursery  had  an  electric  refrigerator'  and  electric  w  asher 
(for  children’s  clothes)  fitted  during  the  year.

The  total  number  of  notifications  received  during  the  year 
was  3,748  compared  with  4,700  in  the  previous  year.

TUBERCULOSIS. 

This  report  was  compiled  by  Dr.  M.  Walton  who  was  succeeded 
by  Dr.  B.  Gouts  as  Chest  Physician  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  striking  feature  of  1950  in  the  field  of  tuberculosis,  was 
the  marked  decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  the  disease. 
The  figures  for  1949  and  1950  are  136  and  86  respectively,  lhis 
marked  fall,  which  has  been  noted  in  other  parts  of  Great  Britain 
is  in  all  probability  due  to  the  increased  use  of  antibiotics  and 
chemotherapeutic  agents.  Let  us  not  forget  however  the 
conscientious  work  carried  out  by  the  Chest  Clinic  and  the 
Health  Visitor  staff  in  preventing  infection  and  in  education  ot  the 
patients  in  the  necessary  home  hygiene.  It  is  hoped  that  this 
sign  of  success  in  the  campaign  is  a  signal  to  redouble  our  efforts 
both  locally  and  nationally. 

The  use  of  B.C.G.  Vaccine  was  begun  in  February  and  is 
afforded  to  all  contacts  and  nurses  who  are  suitable.

They  continue  to 
assist  in  clinic  duties. 

Bacteriological  Examinations. 

Specimens  are  referred  to  the  Laboratory  at  Northalleiton 
for  routine  tests.  Special  investigations  have  been  arranged  with 
the  Area  Laboratory  at  the  General  Hospital. 

Childhood  Tuberculosis. 

80  respiratory  cases,  and  17  non-respiratory  cases  of  tuber¬ 
culosis  were  notified  during  the  year.  5  deaths  are  lecorded  in 
children  during  the  year. 

The  Davison  Home  at  Dauby  is  now  under  the  control  of  the 
Health  Department  and  the  wisdom  of  its  trustees  is  appreciated. 
The  home  is  to  be  used  as  segregation  accommodation  for  children 
undergoing  B.C.G.  vaccination. 

Conclusion. 

The  battle  against  tuberculosis  is  being  won  and  this  year’s 
advance  represents  a  very  tangible  result.  With  such  progress  it 
is  possible  that  the  disease  will  be  a  rarity  within  the  present 
generation.

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ALMONER’S  REPORT. 

Although  the  year  has  shewn  a  decrease  in  the  number  of 

O 

]>atients  attending  the  Clinic,  contact  tracing  and  the  visiting  of 
defaulters  is  still  an  important  part  of  the  clinic  work. 

Tracing  a  contact  is  not  always  easy  and,  indeed,  to  persuade 
a  contact  to  attend  the  Clinic  needs  patience  and  perseverance. 
Importance  of  treatment  is  especially  stressed  to  expectant 
mothers  and  such  cases  are  vigilantly  followed  up. 

Constant  persuasion  by  letter  and  personal  contact  does  a 
great  deal  to  encourage  patients  to  attend  for  their  treatment. 

During  the  year,  59  children  have  been  examined  and  of  these 
four  needed  treatment — the  rest  being  free  from  disease.

LABORATORY  FACILITIES.

There  is  a  complete  range  of  laboratory  facilities  available  to 
the  Middlesbrough  Corporation.  All  types  of  investigation  are 
undertaken.  Dependant  upon  the  type  of  examinations  required, 
these  are  carried  out  either  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
Northallerton  or  the  Group  Laboratories  at  the  General  Hospital, 
Middlesbrough.  It  is  expected  that  a  new  Public  Health  Labora¬ 
tory  will  be  working  in  Middlesbrough  by  the  end  of  next  year.

In  December,  arrangements  were  completed  for  the  transfer 
of  the  Centre  to  much  superior  accommodation  in  the  Baptist 
Church  premises  in  Southfield  Road  which  has  been  rented  by  the 
Corporation,  and  it  is  hoped  to  move  in  there  by  the  New  Year. 
On  moving  into  these  new  premises,  it  will  be  possible  considerably 
to  increase  the  number  of  children  attending  the  Centre,  to  provide 
meals  and  transport  to  those  requiring  them,  and  additional 
staff  will  be  necessary  to  provide  this  improved  service. 

Mental  Deficiency  Acts. 

Petitions  by  Medical  Practitioners.

HOME  NURSING  SERVICE. 

The  Middlesbrough  District  Nursing  Association  have 
continued  to  provide  a  Home  Nursing  Service  on  behalf  of  the 
Council.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  8  nurses 
employed  whole-time  and  6  nurses  employed  part-time  working 
under  the  direction  of  the  Superintendent,  Miss  I.  G.  Bulloch 
and  her  Assistant  Miss  J.  Campion,  who  resigned  in  September. 
Miss  Campion  was  succeeded  by  Miss  J.  Hill.  Staff  changes 
occurred  during  the  year  and  on  the  31st  December,  1950,  there 
were  1  1  nurses  employed  whole-time  and  9  nurses  employed 
part-time.  The  Home  is  approved  for  Training  purposes.

AMBULANCE  SERVICE. 


The  Ambulance  Service  continued  to  function  as  in  previous 
years,  based  on  the  General  Hospital,  with  one  separate  Ambulance 
stationed  at  West  Lane  Hospital  for  Infectious  Disease  calls. 
The  number  of  calls  on  the  Service  exceeded  that  for  the  previous 
year. 

Three  new  Bedford  ambulances  were  placed  in  service  during 
the  year,  and  one  old  ambulance  withdrawn,  the  vehicle  strength 
at  the  end  of  the  year  being  ten  ambulances  and  two  sitting  case 
cars. 

The  strength  of  the  Ambulance  Staff  was  increased  by  one 
Driver,  the  total  staff  at  the  end  of  the  year  being  eleven  male 
Drivers,  six  male  attendants,  four  female  attendants,  three  male 
telephonists  and  one  female  telephonist.  The  Ambulance  Staff 
telephonists  continued  to  operate  the  switchboard  for  all  calls  for 
the  Ambulance  Service  and  the  General  Hospital.

Ambulance  Station. 

The  proposed  new  Ambulance  Station  on  the  Holgate  site 
has  not  yet  been  built,  and  as  a  makeshift  to  give  cover  to 
ambulances  not  on  immediate  call,  six  brick  built  garages  at  the 
Broom  Ian  ds  Children’s  Homes  are  being  used  nightly. 
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DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE. 


The  Domestic  Help  Service  has  continued  to  supply  help  in 
maternity  cases,  cases  of  illness,  and  in  the  homes  of  the  chronic 
sick  and  the  aged  and  infirm.  The  Service  is  very  much  ap¬ 
preciated  by  the  users,  and  many  letters  of  thanks  were  received 
during  the  year.  The  “  Home  Help  ”  has  become  part  of  the 
lives  of  many  old  people  and  the  phrase  “  she  is  just  like  a  daughter 
to  us  ”  is  often  heard  when  the  visitor  calls.  The  Home  Helps 
are  ordinary  housewives  who  are  selected  for  their  qualities  of 
character,  and  many  acts  of  kindness  and  sympathy  are  per¬ 
formed  over  and  above  their  paid  duties.  It  is  not  always  the 
most  capable  domestic  worker  who  makes  the  best  £'  Home  Help." 
In  many  homes  where  the  patient  is  difficult  or  the  homes  are 
dirty  it  is  the  tact  and  good  sense  of  the  Home  Help  which  enables 
us  to  give  help  where  help  is  most  needed. 

Enquiries  for  Domestic  Help  numbered  346  during  the  year, 
as  compared  with  313  in  1949,  and  300  in  1948.  The  majority  of 
enquiries  received  are  still  from  the  patients  or  relatives,  but  an 
increasing  number  are  coming  from  other  sources  as  shewn  by  the

153  patients  booked  a  Home  Help  for  confinement,  compared 
with  214  last  year  and  1  14  in  1948,  but  only  91  had  the  service  of  a 
Home  Help.  62  cases  were  cancelled.  It  is  not  possible  to  give 
the  reason  for  the  62  cancellations,  as,  in  the  majority  of  cases, 
no  notification  of  cancellation  was  received  at  the  office.

CARE  OF  OLD  PEOPLE. 

Proceedings  under  Section  47  were  instituted  in  three  cases. 
In  two  cases,  the  old  people  concerned  entered  Holgate  voluntarily, 
prior  to  hearings.  In  the  third  case,  the  old  lady  died  within 
three  months  of  the  Court  Order  being  obtained. 

The  Court  Order  for  the  detention  of  an  old  lady  in  Holgate, 
obtained  in  1949,  and  renewed  three-monthly,  lapsed  in  August 
1950.  The  lady  is  still  in  Holgate  and  quite  settled. 

Four  aged  ladies  were  admitted  to  Holgate  under  Section  21 
of  this  Act.

HEALTH  EDUCATION. 

During  the  year,  in  the  exercise  of  the  powers  conferred  on 
Local  Health  Authorities  by  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  and  the 
National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  18  lectures  on  food  hygiene 
were  given  by  the  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Chief 
Sanitary  Inspector  and  his  Deputy,  to  wholesale  and  retail 
grocery  and  provision  merchants  and  butchers,  to  the  staffs  of 
local  works’  canteens  and  the  Middlesbrough  District  Nursing 
Association. 


The  exhibition  stand  on  permanent  loan  from  the  Central 
Council  for  Health  Education  which  was  showing  in  cinema  foyers 
and  other  public  buildings,  dealt  with  topics  such  as  “  Milk,’’ 
“  Breast  Feeding,”  “  Head  Lice,''  “  Accidents  in  the  Home," 
“  Care  of  the  Feet  ”  and  t£  Care  of  the  Teeth." 


In  November,  a  two-day  course  on  Health  Education  was 
held  in  conjunction  with  the  Central  Council  for  Health  Education, 
when  nursing  staffs  in  the  Tees-side  area  and  others  responsible 
for  the  care  of  children  attended.  During  this  course,  two  public 
evening  meetings  on  food  hygiene  and  problems  of  childhood  were 
held  in  co-operation  with  the  Children’s  Officer  and  the  Director 
of  Education. 


Lectures  were  given  also  by  the  medical  and  nursing  staff  of 
the  Department  to  several  public  organisations  in  the  town.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  IN  THE  AREA. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  T.  S.  R.  Winter,  Engineer  and  General 
Manager  of  the  Tees  Valley  Water  Board,  for  the  following 
report  : — 

The  water  supply  to  the  area  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality 
and,  to  domestic  consumers,  in  quantity. 

Eight  bacteriological  samples  of  raw  water  were  examined 
per  month.  The  water  supply  is  examined  as  it  leaves  the 
treatment  works  and  at  various  points  in  the  aiea. 
Over  100  samples  per  month  were  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination  all  of  which  proved  satisfactory.  A  summary 
of  analysis  is  enclosed.  The  water  supply  is  not  liable  to 
have  any  plumbo-solvent  action. 

The  water  is  purified  by  slow  sand  filters  lollowed  by 
treatment  with  ammonia  and  chlorine.  Water  left  standing 
in  open  service  reservoirs  is  also  treated  with  ammonia  and 
chlorine  before  passing  into  distribution.

The  Tees-side  Committee  of  the  Northern  Division  of  the 
National  Smoke  Abatement  Society  held  regular  meetings  with 
the  Sanitary  Inspectors  of  the  various  Authorities  acting  as  a 
Technical  Committee.  This  Committee  reported  on  its  work  to 
the  Tees-side  Committee  which  consisted  of  Local  Authority 
representatives  and  officials.  As  a  result  of  proposals  from  the 
Working  Committee,  delegations  were  formed  to  meet  — - 


(1)  The  Docks  and  Inland  Waterways  Executive. 

(2)  The  British  Railways  Executive.

(2)  Smoke,  Grit  and  Fume  nuisances  from  blast  and  other 
furnaces. 


Whilst  it  was  admitted  that  the  businesses  concerned  were 
exempted  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  no  harm  could  be 
done  by  such  meetings,  but  rather  that  much  good  could  accrue 
in  pointing  out  the  fuel  wastage  from  smoke  emissions.  In  my 
report  for  1949,  mention  was  made  of  the  38%  fuel  saving  made  at 
the  Public  Baths.  This  saving  continued  throughout  1950,  and 
received  the  approbation  of  the  Ministry  of  Fuel  and  Power. 
A  new  boiler  with  underfeed  stoking  using  washed  pea  coal  was 
installed  at  a  Laundry,  and  the  fuel  saving  has  been  given  as  at 
least  40%. 

Complaint  from  an  adjoining  Authority  of  dust  nuisance 
from  slag  crushing  was  remedied  by  the  installation  of  water 
sprinklers  at  each  point  of  crushing. 

In  order  to  assess  the  amount  of  soot  and  dust  deposited  on 
the  town,  ten  deposit  gauges  were  installed  on  the  1st  April  and 
sited  at  strategic  points — six  in  the  industrial  belt  along  the  north 
side  of  the  town,  and  four  in  the  non-industrial  zones.  The 
following  tables  give  the  findings  : —

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Allied  with  wind  direction,  the  monthly  results  tend  to  show 
that  during  North  and  North-east  winds  the  gauges  in  the  in¬ 
dustrial  belt  record  a  greater  amount  of  pollution.  This  is  to  be 
expected,  having  regard  to  the  character  of  the  industries  which 
are  concerned  with  the  smelting  and  fabrication  of  iron  and  steel. 
The  firms  concerned  are  fully  cognisant  of  the  fact  that  emissions 
of  smoke  from  boiler  chimneys  are  wasteful  and  theiefoie  un¬ 
economic,  and  observations  of  such  chimneys  appear  to  prove 
that  there  is  no  smoke  nuisance.  The  main  sources  of  pollution  m 
the  industrial  belt  are  from  railway  engines,  blast-furnaces  and 
coke  ovens,  and  it  does  not  appear  possible  to  minimise  emissions 
from  blast-furnaces  and  coke  ovens  without  remodelling  of  the 
plant,  and  this  the  firms  concerned  are  not  prepared  to  carry  out. 
Dry  coking  at  coke  ovens  would,  it  is  thought,  eliminate  the 
nuisances  complained  of,  and  in  addition  would  do  much  towards 
eliminating  acids  from  such  plant  which  find  theii  wax  into  the 
River  Tees  and  is  thus  a  cause  of  river  pollution.

When  the  time  is  opportune,  a  modern  building  centrally 
situated  with  adequate  provision  for  post-mortems  and  with 
appropriate  ancillary  facilities  should  be  provided. 


During  the  year  9  bodies  were  removed  to  the  mortuary. 
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Repairs  and  renovations  were  made  during  the  year  for  the 
reception  of  bodies  from  the  River.  In  the  meantime  by  agree¬ 
ment  with  the  Regional  Hospital  Board,  and  with  the  co-operation 
of  the  Tees-side  Hospital  Management  Committee  and  the  Medical 


Director  of  the  Pathological  Laboratory,  the  new  mortuary  at  the 
General  Hospital  is  used  for  most  other  categories  of  cases,  more 
especially  those  coming  under  the  purview  of  His  Majesty’s  Coroner. 
This  modern  establishment  which  has  refining  plant  and  all 
facilities  for  post  mortems  is  admirably  situated  for  this  purpose. 


Dead  bodies  are  at  present  conveyed  in  a  vehicle  provided 
by  contract  and  not  as  heretofore  in  a  Corporation  Ambulance, 
as  a  temporary  arrangement  pending  provision  by  the  Corporation 
of  a  special  vehicle. 

It  is  anticipated  we  will  provide  staff  to  drive  this  vehicle, 
thus  carrying  out  a  function  of  the  Welfare  Committee.

It  will  be  observed  from  these  tables  that  Samples  were 
taken  from  Producers  who  were  known  to  be  producing  Ice  Cream, 
the  results  of  which  fell  in  Grades  3  and  4  rather  than  to  concentrate 
on  those  producing  a  more  satisfactory  product.  In  fact  34 
samples  (40%  of  those  taken)  were  from  9  producers,  and  every 
effort  was  made  between  sampling  to  assist  the  producer  to 
improve  his  methods  of  production,  b  of  these  9  producers 
eventually  produced  an  Ice  Cream  which  was  given  piorisional 
grades  1  or  2. 

In  one  particularly  bad  case  24  rinse  (ringer  solution)  and 
swab  samples  were  procured  at  different  stages  in  the  course  of 
production  resulting  in  the  cause  of  the  unsatisfactory  results 
being  located.  This  was  found  to  be  due  to  insufficient  sterilis¬ 
ation  at  various  stages  in  his  plant.  Thereafter  a  Grade  1  sample 
was  procured  after  14  successive  Grade  4  results.

Of  the  remaining  6  samples,  these  were  from  3  producers. 
The  3  original  samples  being  deficient,  3  Official  follow-up  samples 
were  procured  and  like  the  original  samples  the  Official  samples 
were  also  deficient.  It  was  found  that  the  produce]  s  weie  not 
drawing  their  allocation  of  Fats  and  Sugar  and  proceedings  were 
therefore  not  instituted  but  warning  letters  sent  that  the  required 
standard  must  be  maintained, 


Further  samples  have  been  procured  from  2  of  these  producers 
and  found  to  be  satisfactory,  but  it  has  yet  not  been  possible  to 
procure  further  samples  from  the  third  producer. 

The  average  Fat  Content  of  the  90  samples  procured  was 
5.573%  compared  with  4.803%  last  year.

These  are  regularly  inspected,  and  the  Department  have 
insisted  on  the  provision  of  adequate  hot  and  cold  water  being 
at  all  times  available.  During  the  past  3  years,  422  water  heaters 
have  been  provided.  By  the  provision  of  these  amenities,  it  is 
hoped  that  the  shop  assistants  will  make  full  use  of  them  in  order 
to  keep  their  hands  in  a  cleanly  condition  at  all  times. 

Notwithstanding  the  provision  of  proper  amenities  for 
persons  to  keep  their  hands  clean,  there  still  remains  the  training 
in  the  habit  to  do  so,  and  this  constitutes  a  problem  for 
proprietors  with  the  constant  changing  of  staff,  particularly 
females. 


Lectures  have  been  given  to  Butchers,  Grocers  and  Canteen 
Staffs,  pointing  out  the  requirements  of  the  Byelaws  and  the 
need  for  scrupulous  cleanliness  at  all  times. 

It  is  hoped  during  1951,  that  the  Director  of  Education 
will  be  able  to  arrange  a  course  of  lectures  to  female  school  leavers 
as  these  form  the  nuclei  of  staff  in  the  food  trades. 

A  lecture  was  given  by  Dr.  J.  Burton  of  the  Council  for 
Health  Education,  and  was  attended  by  150  persons  from  the 
various  food  trades. 


Market  Stalls  from  which  biscuits,  cakes,  toffee  apples  and 
unwrapped  sweets  are  sold,  are  now  provided  with  glass  or 
perspex  covering  so  as  to  avoid  contamination  by  purchasers  in 
breathing  over  same,  and  dust  from  the  roadway. 


Traders  have  generally  been  co-operative,  and  any  improve¬ 
ments  required  by  the  Department  have  been  effected  without 
undue  pressure.
